Mr. Hench, prosecuting attorney 
was addressing the jury in the Snuri 
murder case, in behalf of the state 
yesterday afternoon, when THB SEN- 
TINEL report closed.

elected to the Forty-fourth congress 
from the Second district as a demo 
crat, receiving 9,543 votes against 
7,393 for Levi Ferguson, republican. 


Mr. Williams has been prominent 
in state affairs for more than a quarter 
of a century, and his record was that 
0! an honest, unassuming, able, in-] 
dustrious man, who performed faitb 
fully every duty assigned to him 
and

useful in every public trust,

twenty-six years he served the people 
of Knox county in the legislature, 
alternating between the senate and

He was

a single man, and lived in this city 
at the corner of Harrison and Butler 
streets.

n o w Ihe Baby I^oks at It. 


People assume a good deal in their 
treatment of babies, a good deal more 
than they have any right to. 
Re- 
garded from a politic.«il standpoint, a 
baby is organized much in the same 
way that a territory is; that is to say, 
it is entitlt^d to ipeak in its own be- 
half for or against measures affecting 
its welfare, but it is not entitled to 
vote nor otherwise 
to take part in 
actually deciding whether these meas- 
ures shall or shall not be adopted. 
This arrangement places the baby at 
a serious di3f«dvantage. 
It loses the 
weather-gauge every time,and jtist has 
to take whatever somebody eUe shall 
declare to be good for it. What makes 
its position the harder is the fact that 
what is good for «it always must l>e a 
matter of the wildest co; jecture. 
No 
woman, come to years of discretion, 
remembers how she felt when she was 
a baby; and men are equally obliv- 
ious as to their infantile 
sensations. 
It follows that the existing fund of so 
c tiled knowledge in regard to baby 
mansgement, being wholly of an a 
priori, enipyrical, character, necessa- 
rily must be altogether 
untrust- 
worthy. 


Accordingly, the baby constantly is 
misunderstood and very frequently is 
most shamefully wronged. 
Possibly 
the worst wrong put upon it is that of 
"dancing" it. 
A 
more pernicious 
practice scarcely could have been de- 
vised. 
As everybody knows, a baby 
hw a most inordinate appetite and at 
all times is pretty nearly even full. 
Now, how would you feel should a 
well-meaning, 
but 
densely 
stupid 
giant take to bouncing you up and 
down as hard as you could be bounced 
not io break, just after you had eaten 
a hearty dinner? The mere statement 
of the question sufficiently answers it, 
and shows 
what 
an 
injustice is 
wrought by such an ill-timed wabbl- 
ing upon even a toughly-built baby's 
little insides. 
And it is a pitiful 
sight, indeed, to observe the poor 
little 
creature's 
endeavors, 
by 
laughing, 
crowing, 
and 
otherwise 
exerting its little store of blandish- 
ments, to propitiate its cruel tormen- 
tor. 
When this treatment has pro- 
duced its natural results and the baby 
is doubled up in coUcsome^agony, the 
attempt usually is made to cure it by 
giving it a fresh shaking—by giving 
it, in extreme cases, a severe spank- 
ing! 
Why, this is barbarous; it is 
unworthy of the brutei that ^rish. 
Nor is the baby any better off in re- 
gard to those offices which 
foolishly 
are intended by their perpetrators to 
be indicative of kindnesa. 
Doubtless 
many babies have perished from im- 
moderate hugging—have had 
their 
little ribs stove in, and have gone 
down into their little graves absolute 
martyrs to a criminally careless ex- 
pression of baaternai love. 
Less fatal, 
but scarcely less displeasing to the 
baby, is the practice of kissing it to a 
nauseating excess. 
Babies cry a great 
deal—creating 
the impression that 
they are colic-stricken and so subject- 
ing themselves to severe corporal pun- 
ishment, as already^ described. 
It is 
a safe assumption that more than half 
oi the crying that the baby does is 
caused by the absolutoly painful hn^- 
giog ana oflbnnre kisnog that it l i 


compelled to endure. 
Making it go 
to sleep when it is interested in some- 
thing and wants to stay awake; wrap- 
ping it up tight in a blanket so that 
it is almost smothered ; washing it to 
an extent that would be repugnant to 
the feelings of a young 
frog; un- 
dressing and dresiing it many times a 
day, a process involving its retention 
for comparatively long periods in un- 
natural and shockingly uncomfort- 
able positions—¿S 
upon its 
little 
stomach, or even 
upon its 
head: 
waking it up, when, m the midst of 
its woes, it has - succeeded for a mo- 
ment in finding shelter in sleep, in 
order that a youna: woman may ''see 
the color of the little darling's eyes" 
—these are among the many mi^ries 
which the baby suffers and which it 
finds so grievously hard to bear. 


People assume that all these dire- 
ful abuses of its person and feelings 
are not only not distasteful to the 
baby, but actually give it 
pleasiire. 
Never, surely, was an 
assamption 
more báseles?, more widely ^vered 
from the facts upon which it is sup- 
posed to rest. 
The baby, poor little 
wretch, may remoestrat© to the ut- 
most of its meagre power; but its re- 
monstrances are treated with con- 
tempt and the governing body con- 
stantly bears it down; refusing to see 
that the baby is right and that the 
governing system is radically wrong. 
But the philosopher redily perceives 
that a system of baby-management 
founded in ignorance of all funda- 
mental concepts of a baby's feelings 
must be an outrage alike upon the 
baby and upon common sense. 
This 
is the way that the baby looks at it, 
too. 


It is a common notion that it is 
better to be virtuous or 
religious 
without any profession or promise of 
virtue or religion than with such pro- 
fession or promise; in other words, 
that a profession is not only of no 
service, but that it detracts from the 
value of the character. 
It is a good 
thing to do right, some people seem to 
think, provided you do not say any- 
thing about; but the instant 
you 
openly engage or promise to do right 
you are an object of suspicion. 
If a 
xnan means to be on the side of right, 
why not be openly on the side of 
right? Such secret adherence to truth, 
such secret allegience ^to the kingdom 
of righteousness, is not natural. It is 
.a kind of affectation. 
It is perfectly 
natural for the mouth lo spsak out of 
the heart'«) abundance. 
We have a 
right to demand that over man shall 
not only be on the side of the inter- 
ests of virtue and morality, but that 
he shall say that he is on that side. 
There is a kingdom of truth in this 
world ; and it is our duty not only to 
belong to that kingdom but to say 
that we belon* to it. 
Saying that is, 
indeed, in many cases n most moment- 
ous duty.—Rev. Washington Gladden.
